SB 505, as introduced, Hollingsworth. High risk sex offenders.
Existing law generally regulates sex offender registration and requires

certain offenders to wear global positioning system devices, as specified.
This bill would express the intent of the Legislature to enact legislation

requiring all transient high risk sex offenders to wear global positioning
system devices for life and to register with authorities every 5 days. It
is further the intent of the Legislature to define “high risk sex offender”
for these purposes, and that these provisions will apply to all these
offenders, including those adjudicated prior to the enactment of the
measure.

The people of the State of California do enact as follows:
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SECTION 1. It is the intent of the Legislature to enact
legislation requiring all transient high risk sex offenders to wear
global positioning system devices for life and to register with
authorities every five days. It is further the intent of the Legislature
to enact legislation to define “high risk sex offender” for these
purposes, and that these provisions will apply to all these offenders,
including those adjudicated prior to the enactment of the measure.
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
